I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1953. 

The  healtn  of  the  community  has  been  good.  There  were  no 
serious  outbreaks  of  Infectious  Diseases  and  it  is  noteworthy  that 
no. case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  during  the  last  ten  years 
mainly  due  to  the  high  percentage  of  immunised  children. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  for  the  courtesy  and  consideration  exterded 
to  me  by  members  of  the  Council,  and  for  the  co-opere„tion  of  my  colleague 
the  Council  staff  especially  Mr.  Prescott,  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

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The  sewer  system  as  a  whole  has  been  free  from  any  major  stoppages 
with  the  exception  of  the  lower  reaches  of  Cobb  Road  where  land  movement 
continues  to  cause  fractured  pipes  which  are  under  a.  heavy  concrete 
road  foundation  and  not  easily  discernable,  and  constant  inspection  and 
testing  is  necessary.  The  very  pleasant  working  arrangements  existing 
with  the  Dorset  County  Counci Divisional  Surveyor  responsible  for  the 
upkeep  of  this  road  often  result  in  joint  action  being  taken  which  effects 
a  saving  when  these  fractures  occur. 

Public  Lavatories. 


These  are  provided  at  the  Square,  Broad  Street,  Marine  Parade, 

Cobb  Beach  and  the  Monmouth  Beach.  Separate  accommodation  is  provided 
at  the  Monmouth  Beach  for  the  use  of  occupiers  of  the  Councils  Sandboy 
Chalets.  Part  of  the  ladies  accommodation  at  the  Square  is  closed  during 
the  winter  months  as  is  also  the  lavatory  at  the  Monmouth  Beach,  these 
being  surplus  to. requirements. 

Public  Cleansing. 


1,352  bins  are  collected, once  weekly  of  household  and  trade  refuse, 
and  in  the  summer  season,  additional  collections  are  made  in  the  business 
areas  of  the  town  as  required.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a' tip  on 
the  cliffs  cast  of  the  town.  All  main  streets  are  swept  daily.  Gullies 
on  the  Borough  Roads  are  cleared  by  the  Council,  while  those  on  the 
County  main  roads  are  dealt  with  by  the  County  Council’s  gully  cleansing 
machine.  Litter  bins  and  baskets  are  provided  in  Broad  Street,  Marine 
Parade,  Bathing  Station,  Cobb  Beach  and  Monmouth  Beach.

Swimming  and  Bathing  Pools. 

There  is  no  indoor  swimming  bath.  Bathing  takes  place  in  the  sea, 
during  the  season,  from  the  Monmouth  Beach. 

Rodent  Control. 


Mo  full  time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed.  One  of  the  Council’s 
workmen  who  has  attended  a  training  course,  deals  with  the  Council’s 
drains,  sewers,  refuse  tip  and  premises,  and  also  private  premises  on 
receipt  of  complaints. 
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Camping  Sites. 

There  is  one  caraping  site  of  acres  situated  nn  the  hill  to  the 
nortn  of  the  town  with  150  caravan  or  tent  sites  on  it  (incidentally  no 
tents  are  premitted)  licenced  for  summer  use  only  arid  winter  storage 
for  100  caravans.  It  is  very  well  maintained,  and  equipped  with  water 
points,  drainage  points,  washing  facilities  with  hot  and  cold  water  in 

?ons^ ructed  premises,  and  efficient  water  borne  lavatory  accommodation 
Additional  washing  facilities  were  provided  during  the  year. 

On  the  Monmouth  Beach,  owned  by  the  Council,  there  exists  a  collection 
of  day  huts,  caravans  end  chalets  privately  owned  on  Council  sites’ for 
summer  use  only. _ Water  is  supplied  by  standpipes  at  various  points  On 
the  same  beach,  the  Council  o?m  and  let  28  residential  chalets  for* 
seasonal  letting.  These  are  laid  out  on  concrete  foundations  with  asphalt 
paths  in  thj.ee  terraces  around  ■walled.— in  lawns.  Each  chalet  has  an 
independent  water  supply  electric  lighting  and  cooking,  trapped  sinks, 
food  cupboards,  and  drainage  connected  to  the  public  sewer  system. 

Lavatory  accommodation,  water  borne,  is  provided  at  the  rear  in  a  separate 
block  of  buildings  and  drains  to  the  public  sewer.  The  rest  of  the  site 
is  dealt  with  by  Elsan  closets  collected  twice  weekly  by  the  Council. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  an  extension  of  the  sewer  to  enable  further 
lavatory  accommodation  to  be  provided.

The  Borough  shares  the  cost  of  payment  along  with  the  other 
three  Nest  Dorset  Authorities  for  the  services  of  a  Veterinary  Surgeon 
who  is  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  carcases  on  everv  day  that 
slaughtering  takes  place.

HOUSING. 

During  the  year,  59  families  were  re-housed  in  new  houses,  52  by 
the  Council  and  7  ky  Private  Enterprise.  The  demand  for  houses  remains 
as  great,  if  not  greater,  than  in  the  previous  year,  there  being  approximately 
100  on  the  waiting  list.  The  time  has  now  arrived  when  consideration 
should  be  given  by  the  Council  to  a  housing  Survey,  so  that  the  future 
housing  programme  can  be  linked  up  with  the  re-housing  of  families  from 
Clearance  Areas,  and  individual  unfit  houses, as  well  as  additional  houses 
for  the  aged.

Whooping  Cough.  1  case  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  a  visitor 
to  the  town.
